OTTAWA (CP) — The federal 
revenue department has put off 
any administrative action to- 
ward collecting a scheduled in- 
crease in personal income taxes 
in case the government changes:

troduced in the middle of 1971, 
expired Sunday—the end ef 
1972. That should mean an in- 
crease for all taxpayers effec- 
tive this week. 

The revenue department, 
which collects taxes. ordinarily 
issues revised tax tables when a 
tax change is imminent to guide 
employers in making payrotl 
tax deductions from weekly. 
fortnightly or monthly. pay 
cheques. 

However, no new tables have 
een issued to reflect the sched- 
uled three-per-cent tax in- 
crase.

Most parts of central Alberts 
were paralyzed Tuesday by 
winds whipping snow along at, 
up to 0 m.p.h.

the 24-hour blast was beginning 
to subside there, and was howl- 
ing through Saskatchewan of 
its way to Manitoba.

Nutmeg and Mace 
Foul Hashish Test 


HALIFAX (CP) -— Two 
commonly-used kitchen spices 
are the only known products 
that will foul up a quick, sim- 
ple test to identify marijuana 
and hashish—and scientists 
would like to know why, says 
Dr. R. A. Heacock. 

Dr. Heacock, a chemist at 
the Halifax-based laboratories

, Council, would like to know 


just what nutmeg and mace, 
which come from different 
parts of the same plant, might 
have in common with mari- 
juana and hashish, which 
come from another plant. 
Both nutmeg and mace 
form a unique red color on 
filter paper when they are 
dampened with a test solution, 
he said.

Toxic, but not fatal, states 
ve been produced from just 
a nutmeg, ‘which 
usually is taken ground in a 
glass of water, fruit juice or 
milk, he said. Symptoms of 
toxicity vary, but in general 
these’ include abdominal 
pains, headaches, dryness of 
the mouth, dizzinesg, nausea, 
constipation, fast jfeart beat. 
sleeplessness and fear of 
death. 

Most people recover from 
these toxic symptoms, 
said, but there has been one 
death reported—that of an 
eight-year-old boy. - 

Dr. Heacock now is trying 
to determine just what the 
chemical compeunds are, con- 
centrating mainly on the ones 
that have been found to give 
the false reactions in the tests 
for marijuana. 

But even working only with 
the ingredients known to give 
the positive result in the test, 
he has found at least 12 com- 
pounds, only one of which can 
be identified with complete 
certainty. 

Scientists often are criti- 
cized for doing “‘curiosity-ori- 
ented research” because it 
doesn't seem to have any spe- 
cifie useful end result. Dr. 
Heacock came under such 
criticism from some science 
writers about whether this re- 
search on spices was really 
justified. : 

Who really cares just what 
minute chemical compounds 
in spices do and how they 
react? 

Dr. Heacock replied that, 
although it may not seem to 
have any immediate result, it 
is a necessary part of the 


total science research that |”

TORONTO (CP) — George 
Drew, former premier of On-« 
tario and former national 
leader of the Progressive Cou- 
servative party, died today. 

The announcement was made 
by Wellesley Hospital officials 
at 5:25 a.m, 

Mr. Drew, 78, was national 
leader of the Progressive Con- 
servative party between 183 
and 1956. As premier of Ontario 
before that, his victory in the 
provincial general election of 
1933 began an unbroken 29 
years of Conservative .govern- 
ment in the province.

He was 
mayor of his native city of 
Guelph, Ont., at the age of 31. 

Mr. Drew became leader of 
the Ontario Conservative party 
in 1908 and five years later top- 
pled the Liberal government of 
Mitchell Hepburn. The Con- 
servatives have been in power 
ever since. 

After five years-as premier, 
he took over leadership of the 
party natjonally following the 
resignation of John Bracke:i. 
former Liberal-Progressive pre- 
mier of Manitoba. After unsuc- 
cessful election campaigns 
against the Liberals in 1999 and 


1953. he resigned the leadership 
in 1956 following a series of ill- 
nesses. . 

He returned to the public eye 
in 1957 as Canadian high com- 
missioner in London, where he 
spent a successful seven years 
in the key post. 

Mr. Drew was matried ‘in 
1936 to the former Fiorenza 
d’Arneiro Johnson, daughter of 
Edward Johnson, then manage> 
of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, and the late Viscountess 
d'Arneiro of Lisbon.- They had 
two children, Edward of To- 
ronto, and Sandra, wife of Lon- 
don, England, banker David 
Scholey. 

Mrs. David S. Lloyd of To- 
ronto is the only survivor of 
three sisters and a brother. of 
Mr. Drew. 

Mrs. Drew. a constant com- 
panion and hostess in a lengthy 
political and diplomatic _ life, 
died March 9, 1965, after a long 
illness. 

In 1966 Mr. Drew married the 
widow of George McCullagh, at

Despite his success in provin- 
cial politics. Mr. Drew failed 
twice in bids to become Can- 
ada’s prime minister.

The young teacher says the 
poeple thettiselves also con- 
tributed to the decline, since 
they were the ones who 3op- 
ped speaking the Janguage 
and encouraging its use 
among. children.

David's own interest in his 
native tongue was Kindled 
while a young teenager, « be- 
fore he became involved with 
what he descrfbes as the “pro- 
cess of cultural pride”. 

Neighbors included an elder- 
ly couple who spoke only Mo- 
hawk and "I was intrigued 
with the language”.

himself fluent. 

He was still a high school 
Student — at Moira Second- 
ary — when he got his first 
teaching job. In 1970 he was 
pressed into service 4s an 
instructor when the reserve 
council instituted night school 
courses in Mohawk =~. part 
of the move to cultural restor.

By that time. he also had be- 
come immersed in the broad 
er aspects of his native cul 
ture — something he assumes 
as a natural heritage to enjoy.

As a teacher he finds his 
students response’ to Mohawk 

“very, very good”. 

The youngsters now Icarn- 
ing will be able to speak the 
language “in years to come, 
Whether or not it becomes the 
first language on the re 
serve it's hard to say.” the 
young teacher submits, 

As a parallel development he 
also would like to see Mo- 
hawk used more frequently 
in reserve social activities. At 
one time even, he recalls, 
church services were the 
native language. 

Bui there could be other 
beneficial side affects for 
school Sele of the current 
course: It will prompt great- 
er appreciation of other lang- 
uages, David believes.

‘People History’ to Be Recalled 


” TWEED — “I remember.” 
says Htnnegan Rush, “1 was 
five years old when Laurier 
came in as prime minister. 
From then on everybody 
smiled. 

“From 1890 until then — my 
father used to tell us — times 
were very tough.” 

A sprightly 82. Mr. Rush is 
recording his own impressions 
of what nostalgically has come 
to be called Canada’s happy 
time — an era of boom and 
expansion yet tranquil life 
styles, coinciding with the ar- 
rival of the Laurier govern- 
ment and the 20th century. 

His memories are personal- 
I} - tinted. coined in his own 
phrases, reflecting. the local 
environment in which he was 
raised hereabouts — times not 
far removed from the last 
days of settlement. 

As such, his narratives are 
ideal for inclusion in a unique 
undertaking by a young school 
teacher here which has won 
federal government support. 

Tales of the Past is the 
working title Pat LeSage gives 
her project -—- an atlempt to 
set on record memories of lo- 
cal elders. to be published 
later this year in‘ booklet 
form, 

Its framework will be fair- 
ly free, to include not only 
personal memories but the 
narratives once recounted to 
today’s senior citizens by their 


elders. From the combination -

“It's going to be a history,

What happened was this: 

Dec. 3,. 1971, five bags of 
first class mail fell from an 
insecurely-locked postal truck 
out of Toronto as the vehicle 
headed along Moira St. West 
to Belleville post office. Eye- 
witnesses told police two men 
had pounced on the bags, 
thrown them into an old car

TRENTON —Airlifting of 
the world's only large mass- 
freight - carrying hovercraft 
began late Friday morning 
from the Armed Forces base 
here to Tuktoyaktuk in the 
Northwest Territories. 

The 20-ton prototype hover- 
craft was built by Bell Aero- 
space System of Grand Bend, 
Ontario, a division of Textron 
Industries of Buffalo, New 
York : 

Purchased by the Ministry 
of Transport, for close to $1.5 
million, the air cushion-riding 


vehicle has been undergoing 


extensive tests to prove its 
adaptability for use by the 


Department of National De-’ 


fence, Department of Indian 
Affairs, Canadian Coast 
the Environment as well as 
the transport ministry. 

A series of tests to be con- 
ducted over the next nine 
months along the Mackenzie 
River, from Tuktoyaktuk to 
Great Slave Lake, will con-

1972. 

Roger H. Poitras, project 
manager for the transport 
ministry, said Friday the pos- 
sibilities of this Voyageur 
hovercraft are limitless, es-

Kissinger Begins 
‘One More Effort’. 


PARIS (AP) — Henry Kissin- 
ger begins today what he has 
called “one more major effort” 
to reach a Vietnam peace set- 
tlement with Le Duc Tho. 

President Nixon’s national se- 
curity adviser and the North 
Vietnamese politburo member 
were to meet for the first time 
in almost four weeks at a house 
owned by the French Commu- 
nist party in Gif sur Yvette, a 
suburb 15 miles southwest of 
Paris. 

It has been more than 10 
weeks since Kissinger told a 
Washington news conference 
that “peace is at hand’. Arriv- 
ing from Washington Sunday 
night in a more subdued mood. 
he said: “The president has 


sent me back to Paris to make 
one more major effort to con- 
clude the negotiations. 

“We expect that the talks this 
time will be serious and worthy 
of the yearning of people all 
over the world for an early end 
of the war.” Kissinger said. 
“As far as the United States is 
concerned, we shall dedicate 
ourselves to this effort with pa- 
tience. good will and hope.” . 

But Tho—on his arrival Satur- 
day from Hanoi, Peking and 
Mescow—gave no indication he 
was ready to concede anything.

An Issue of Ulster Commentary just re- 
ceived illustrates once again how terrorism 
has occuplied. such a disproportionate 
amount of world headlines compared with 
news of more creative and: orderly events « 
there. : 

Here are some examples of advance- 
ment in a region which, despite high unem- 
ployment, was always in the forefront of 
business and technological activities: a £25 
million order for Belfast shipyards to build 
three bu:k carriefs for a Norwegian comp- 
any; a £900,000 order for machinery for an 
Indorfesian mill; a £142 million order for 
six Skyvan aircraft for the Government of 
Singapore. 

There was. word also of a Yorkshire 
textile cutting machinery firm, atttracted 
by Government inducements, moving to Ul- 
ster, as well as a Norwegian manufacturer of 
mechanical and electronic business equip- 
ment moving its entire operation from Ber- 
gen to Londonderry. The latter firm's move , 
was dictated by the need of lower production 
costs and access to a larger e market. 

According to Parllamen’ Undersec- 
retary David Howell, the rise in industrial 
production in Northern Ireland last year was 
greater, at over 6 per cent, in any 
other industrially-developed country in the 
world — und this despite terrorist activities - 
reaching new heights. 

Ulster Commentary also notes unem- 
ployment wes down 5,000 in October com- 
pared with the previous month. Meanwhile, 
‘the visiting editor of a British trade maga- 
zine, who had believed the country at the 
end of its tether, went to see for himself. He 
spoke of “clean factories” and “a pride in 
what is over there” and recommended St to 
industrialists as a-place for further expan- 
sion. Ulster’s industrial training program, 
incidentally, has attracted attention as far 
afield as Czechoslovakia, Israel and Aust-

This love of tradition, n9¥- 
ever, proud as it was, could ac 
tually have been a misfortune. 


For it was so pronounced it 
became the strong public image 
of the man and tended to put in 
shadow his many other quali- 
ties, 

Our traditions being British 
they tend to reflect on anyone 
devoted lo them as Drew was to 
a proBritish attitude whica is 
not palatable to’a good many 
Canadians. 


And with Drew this was not a 
proper picture at all. 


There is no question he had a 
strong affection for the United 
Kingdom and the British tic,

In 1971 work started on the 
largest - ever single contract 
for a hospital building in Nor- 
thern Ireland — the first stage 
in the re-construction of Belfast 
City Hospital. The scheme will 
provide 540 beds in a 20-storey 
bicck. Work is expected to be 
completed in 1976 at an. csti- 
mated cost of 18.7 million. 

The hospital — to be known 
as the Central Hospital — wili 
provide ultra-modern Tacilities 
for “general medicine, surgery, 
urology and gynaecolagy and 
for the treatment of fractures. _ 

When completed the hospital 
will be one of. Belfast's most 
easily distinguished landmarks. 
It features a tower of 240 fect 
which will alter the skyline. 

The lower section of the hos- 
pital will be in the form of a 
block measuring 545 feet by 335 
feet, part of which: will be on 
three levels and. part on two. 
The basement of this block will 
contain. parking facilites for“ 
200 cars. 

A special feature of the exter- 
nal walls of the hospital's tower 
block is their saw-tooth shape.

Rabid Cat Claws 
Frankford Man 


Health authorities. have 
again issued a public caution 
against rabid animals after a 
Frankford-area man was 
clawed by an infected cat a 
week ago. : 


The man is now undergoing 
anti-rabies treatment — an 
uncomfortable proced- 
ure which calls for daily in- 
Jections for two weeks follow- 
ed by booster shots. 

The incident occurred in Sid- 
ney township near Frankford, 
and involved a cat, known to 
‘be friendly. which suddenly 
turned vicious, After the at- 
tack it was shot and federal 
government ‘laboratory tests 
confirmed the disease — alter 
the cat apparently had been 
bitten by a-rabid wild. ani- 
mal. 

-Dr..C, R. Lenk, health offi- 
cer for Hastings, Prince Ed- 
ward counties, said the inci- 
dent proved the need for cau- 
tion by residents living in o¢ 
near rural areas when an ani- 
mal shows signs of strang.

What of Japan, fresh from a 
national election with. perhaps 
the best new cabinet in years 
and diplomatic relations r- 
newed with China for the first 
time in over 40 years?

Black Support Crucial Factor for Smith Regime 


Terrorists Step Up Border Strikes on Rhodesia 


By KEVIN DOYLE 
Canadian Press Staff Writer” 
The outburst of violent at- 

tacks by black African guer- 
rillas on the fringes of land- 
locked Rhodesia appear to have 
intensified one of the darkest 
fears of the country's white-mi- 
nority government. 

For the first time, Prime 
Minister Ian Smith’ has ac- 
knowledged that the guerrillas 
have gained a measure of ac- 
tive support and sympathy from 
blacks inside Rhodesia. Three 
Rhodesian blacks have been im- 


prisoned. : 
This development Is likely to 


come as a serious shock to the 
country's white population, as- 
sured repeatedly by the Smith 
government that the guerrillas, 
or “freedom fighters,’ would 
never find a base within *Rho- 
desia. 

In a recent interview, Rhode- 
sian Defence Minister Jack 
Howman said: “We have the 
full support of our Africans. But 
if we ever start to lose it, well 
have begun to lose the fight."” 

While nobody can be certain 


* how many Rhodesian blacks 


are prepared to support exten- 
sive terrorist activity, Smith 


has demonstrated his growing 
concern by closing the border 
with neighboring Zambia; cut- 
ting that country’s major im- 
port routes, except for vital 
copper shipments. Rhodesians 
believe the main guerrilla base 
is in Zambia. 

Hostile forces on the, border 
are nothing new in Rhodesia’s 
seven years of illegal independ- 
ence ‘from Britain, But the re- 
cent stepping-up of activity, ob- 
servers believe, may impel 
Smith’ to revise his political 
strategy both in relation to Rho- 
desia’s security and towards

Just how far regular schools 
should go in accommodating 
the special needs of handi- 
capped children caused the 
Hastings-Prince, Edward sep 
arate board some anx- 
ious moments Tuesday night. 

Two hard-ol-hearing  child- 
ren. enrolled in St. Mary's 
School. Trenton and Our Lady 
of Fatima School, Belleville. 
sparked the discussion. After 
cogsultation with Ontario 
School for thg Deaf officials, 
the board's academic admini- 
strators asked for carpeting 
in the kindergarten rooms in 
those schools with audio loops 
for hearing aids installed un- 
der the floor covering. 

Trustees finally agreed on 
the installation, costing 2 tot- 
al of $2,100, However, the 
province pays 96 per cent of 
the cost. 

The audio Joop, -gaid Assist-* 
ant Superintendent D. S. 
O'Sullivan. is part of a closed- 
circuit™ broadcasting system 


for 112 patients in the area, providing a 24-hour 
service, seven days a week. Her talk to the 
Kiwanis emphasized rehabilitation in the home 
and she sald VON nurses got to know the. home 
situation of their patients. They: tried to involve 
the whole family in the rehabilitation process, 
‘teaching them how to apply treatments and 


supervise exercises,

One might be led to belicve that the 
“permissiveness” of the school system here 


—as viewed by the British — along with the . 


co-educational concept that is standard in 
Canadian schools, would inspire an easier 
sense Of rapport among young people. Does 
it though? Are the smoke-filled coffee shops 
dens of scintillating conversation? The 
British, for their part, wax very technical 
* when another ship appears and discussion 
Tages around its finer points. At least this 
seems to have been the impression gained 
from previous trips. é 

Possibly the best judge of this issue 
would be a quiz between representatives of 
the two countries, This would undoubtedly 
reveal several levels of that overworked 
quality “sophistication”, and of knowledge 
and deportment, y 

Certainly it is difficult to regard as 
socially unsophisticated students from the 
land of the Beatles, Mary Quant (actually 
she is Welsh) not to mention Princess Anne 
and Bt, Mark Phillips. And London, after 
all, spawned the postwar cult of the swinger 
image,.. 

Other straws in the wind of sophistry, 
or the lack of it, are the wearing of uniform 
in Britaln — a practice which in this coun- 
try is strictly not cricket, And if holding 
hands In school corridors is routine here, the 
“swnging Britain” legend stops short of that 
en board a school cruise ship. As reporter 
Williamson points out, the British find it

Unemployment Insurance 
again, Will discussion never 
end? 


A recent rumor comes forth 
that those receiving benelite 
may be required to show proof 
of at least three job contacts 
per week or fear disqualifica- 
tion, This thought scems to be 
entirely unacceptable because it 
puts the onus on the recipient 
where it should not be and atso 
changes the concept of the Un- 
employment Insurance Act. 

It is not the unemployed who 
have led the country into a pos- 
ition whereby more and mere 
have been forced to join the 
ranks. They should not be held 
responsible. It is most regretful 
that the fund has been over ex- 
tended to the point where public 
money must be used to allow it 
to carry on. Where lies the fauit 
here? Were we not told by Mr, 
Bryce Mackasey that the pres- 


ent emergency would be of 
short duration? Were we not 
teld by the same source that a 
deficiency had been foreseen? 
If this be truce, could not at 
that time arrangements be 
made to use public money in 
the form of a loan to be regain- 
ed in the future rather than a 
grant which is lost? it not 
suggest that some very limpid 
thinking has been introduced 
along the line? ‘ 
We must not lose sight of the 
fact that the Act is still an In- 
surance Plan the same as when 
it began! in the 190 decade, 
Simply this, those who are em- 
ployed pay a premium to the 
plan to guard against financial 
distress should unemployment 
strike. The Act has not degen- 
erated to welfare despite the 
present use of public funds. It 
was suggested in your paper a 
short time ago by some learned 
‘Q.C." in Belleville that such a 
thing had taken place.

Any food for which a nutri- 
tional claim is made must 
carry a label giving the amount 
of calories, carbohydrates and 
proteins it contains. 

Products normally sold as 
“enriched™ or “fortified will 
require full labelling. 

Products containing choles- 
terol and fat must state the 
quantities of these substances 
for those concerned about heart 
disease. 

Another: rule is designed to 
make food labelling more con- 
tent and easier for the con- 
sumer to understand. It stand- 
ardized the details that must be 
included on the ingredients in 
various kinds of foods. 

‘The rules are final but will he 
introduced gradually and will 
not be tully effective until the 
end of 1974, because of techni- 
cal problems to food producers 
in implementing them.

TRENTON—Some 5 Tren- 
ton families could soon be 
forced to move their homes, 
as a result of a town coun- 
cil decision. 

Council has decided to is- 
sue a licence ta Skyview 
Trailer Court, and charge an- 
nual fees of $5,800, above the 
protests of owners of the site, 
who feel they may not be 
able to keep their business 
operating. 

Sources close to council 
have revealed that licencing 
fees of $99.92 for each of the 
58 trailer sites in the court. 
will be back-dated to the first 
of this year, A 43 vote by 
council was taken at a closed 
meeting this weck. Mayor 
Duncan. McDonald broke a 
33 tic, voting in favor of the 
fee levy. 

This decision will probably 
be made known publicly at 
Monday's regular council 
meeting. 

Ralph Thompson, who joint- 
ly owns and operates the 56- 
family trailer court with his 
wife Betty, Friday announced 
that he has two alternatives 
to the town's action. 

“We'll have to raise our 
trailer rent, or our 
doors,’ he said. e 

The 56 tenants ~ are 
CFB Trenton military ‘base 
fainilies — pay a flat $63.35 
monthly rent. All own ir 
own mobile homes ranging in 
value from $2,300 for older 
units to $12,000 for new deluxe 
models. 

Out of the total $38,280 col- 
lected in rent last year, the

confident of hitting that target. 

—South Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Tran Van Lam told an- 
Anterviewer as he departed for 
Paris that Vice-President Spiro 
T. Agnew will be in Saicon on 
Jan. 28, presumably to demon- 
strate that Washington and Sai- 
gon are entering the post-war 
era shoulder-to-shoulder.

The party held its annual 
three-day meeting during the 
weekend, and from the opening 
news conference it was evident 
the province intends to press 
hard for a stronger voice in 
Confederation.

—outlining how Alberta can be- 
come a leader in building a 
more stable national agriculture 
industry. It reached a climax 
late Saturday afternoon when 
Premier Peter Lougheed prom- 
ised Albertans their province

Democratic Party. 


Mr. Lougheed told about 1.000 
wildly-cheering delegates that 
Alberta, with the only free en- 
terprise government in the 
West, would not be suffocated 
by the socialist philosophies of 
its neighboring provinces. 

Alberta would co-operate with 
the NDP governments in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia, but only to a point. 
There. would be no com- 
promising of philosophy to ob- 
tain a better. deal for the West 
from the NDP- influenced minor- 
ity Liberal government in Ot- 
tawa. 


Mr. Lougheed. ‘We are not pre- 
pared to co-operate in any at- 
tempt, directly or indirectly, to 
impose . socialism on Western 
Canada.

© In a recent book California psychiatrist 


Dr. Eric Beone said drugs are “instead of 


pecple.” In other words: instead of human 
‘love and compassion. : 

There are many such Jacks in our world 
and this is one of the reasons why people, 
including the younger generation, turn to 
drugs.

True, 
there are those who study psychology and 
philosophy, but these are subjects that 
should have much wider application, begin- 
ning with primary school. Together with 
religion, an understanding of these subjects 
can help allay the hurt arid the wounds of 
people of all ages and creeds. 


Missouri Killings 

The sickness permeating some elemen’ 
of society in the United States, and reflected 
by the hideous and senseless killings that 
occur from time to time, has been taken a 
further-bizarre stage with the killing of a 
bank president, his wife and 17-year-old 
daughter in Grandin, Missouri. 

"The bodies, wired with dynamile, were 
found tled to at a remote area five 
miles from the’s town. As one reporter 
at the scene said, it was not that what had 
happened .— murder — was “unusual,” 
(certainly not, given the incidence of it in 
the U.S.), but that it had happened in one 
of those small communities noted for its 
friendliness and freedom from such tragic 
occurrences. The trio had been shot. 

We suppose the state of Missouri is no 
better or worse off than the rest of the Uni- 
ted States in the incidence of crime, or in the 
reckless abandon with which weapons are 
made available — and used — in the coun- 
try. But ‘we recall another incident in the 
state two or three years ago. Discovered, in 
@ farmer's field, were the bodies of a young 
Montreal student, the son of a clergyman, 
and a girl companion. They had been on 
their way home, following hitchhiking trav- 
els in Mexico and the southern US., when 
something untoward happened.

urday the political future of this war-torn 
land remains obscure. Nof can anyone pre- 
- dict the course of events in neighboring 
‘Thailand, Laos and Cambodia which have 
all been involved in one way or another in 
the hostilities of the past decade.\ 

President Nixon’s statement was as 
anticipated. He came straight to the point, 
noting that the United States’ conditions 
for “peace with honor” (a factor ignored all 
along by those who would have had the U.S. 
pull out of Vietnam unconditionally long 
ago) had been met, There is no guarantee 
we shall not see the whole process undone 
in ahead, with the Communists 
gradually extending their hold on all of 
Southeast Asia, but as far as the Nixon ad- 
ministration is concerned the prime objec- 
tive of an end to U.S. involvement in an un- 
popular war has been achieved. It has been 
a signal triumph for Nixon, one which has 
come according to plan and from a position 
of strength. 

Oh yes, there was many a bleeding 
heart following the brief U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia (yet it deprived the enemy of 
vast quantities of weapons and ammuni- 
tion), the mining of Halphong harber 
(which slowed the supply of vital war sup- 
plies to the Communists) and latterly the 
bombing of Hanoi. As events have turned 
out, all these events, taken together, have 
played their part in persuading the North 
Vietnamese to reach a negotiated settlement, 
They were evidence of US. military power 
and of its determination togise that power 
in the interests of achieving an ultimate 
settlement, Without such moyes the North 
Vietnamese would have regarded the Am- 
ericans as s0 many paper tigers and been 
encouraged to prolong the fight indefinitely. 

Again, it must be sald the future of 
Southeast’ Asia is obscure, but the long- 
awaited cease-fire in Vietnam is at hand. 
‘The remaining U.S. troops — and most im- 
portant, the prisoners — will be» coming 
home. For that the western world can take 
thanks.

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Millions Have Died” From Conventional Wars Alone .

“It is a grisly paradox of our 
times that the “think tanks,” 
centres for the study of nuclear 
warfare, add up the potential 
pumber of megadeaths, (dead 
in the tens of millions from a 
future nuclear war), while thg 
real dead have piled up from 
old fashioned strife and civil 


war. = 

‘The portly He: Kahn, who 
invented the wordwpegadeath 
and operates the prestigious 
Hudson Institute near New 
York, has been the specialist on 
death from nuclear destruction 
—among other things. 

But the real experts in killing 
have been traditional military 
and political leaders who have 
inflicted on mankind perhaps 20 
wars and revolutions which 
have just about reached Kahn's 
predicted 25 million dead from 
the once-and-for-all nuclear hol- 
ocaust of the future. 

Let's return to 1947-48 and the 
split of the old Indian empire 
into warring Pakistan and 
India. That split supposed to be 
peaceful, resulted in about 15 
million dead from bitter and un- 
relentig strife between Moslems 
and Hindus. 

If you want to be chronologi- 
cal about it, the 18748 race 
and religious riots which re- 
sulted in a more-or-less formal 
war betvieen the two infant do- 
minions, could be called the 
First Pakistani-Indian War. The 
second much less bloody—a 
matter primarily of warring ar- 
mies—was in 1965. The third 
was gruesome in its staggering 
human losses, the Pakistan-In-

the flimsiest hearsay of neigh- 
bors and personal enemies. 

Had enough? But we haven't 
recalled the African bloodbaths 
of our times, the Biafran war 
which probably took another 
million lives, again most of 
them not from combat but from 
starvation and disease inside 
the beleaguered, break-away 
state, plus the Sudanese civil 
war, less publicized than the In- 
donesian massacres which took 
ancther £00,000 lives.

Prof. Paul Morrison said 
Thursday he has sent his third 
package of day-old bluebottle 
fly larvae to Halifax. He said

gist,” he said. 

Larvae was widely used to 
clean wounds, -he explained, 
during the First World War.

Again, it seems that schools can 
make their own decisions as to how’ much 
history is taught. 

Thus there is some flexibility, but we 
are sure there is support for the contention 
that a knowledge of history is invaluable. 
We can sce this in the statements of Church- 
itl, “The use of recriminating about the 
past,” he once sald, “Is that one can take 
effective action in the present.”_Ard there 
was this one: “If we open a quarrel between 
the past and the present, we shall find that 
we have lost the future.” 

Or consider a contemporary insight in- 
to this concern. At Trent University a pro- 
fessor and his students were having an in- 
formal discussion of a course called Free 
Will and Determination. Globe and Mail 
columnist Kenneth Bagnell was there and 
he sald the professor asked, “What is free- 
dom?” Said Begnell: “A youth suggests it 
is total Jiberty from the past, being free, as 
he says, to do what you please. But before 
it is over they get beyond that, They won- 
der if arlyone ever rids himself of the past 
even with all the therapies of the analyst. 
They agree that like it or not we are deter- 
‘mined in varying degrees by our past...” 

And the professor added; “But by 
being aware of our past and how it influ- 
ences us, we can at least respond to our past 
in a creative way.” 

It was much as Churchill said, only in 
different words; in the passages we quoted 
earlier. 

History is inescapable. Nations and s0- 
cietles are making it. If as Lord Chandos 
(the former Oliver Lyttleton) once said, “it 
has got to be part of your being that neayly 
everything and everybody is fascinatingly 
teresting,” then what happened yesterday, 
or a century ago, merits our keen interest 
and study. :

conceptions among mothers fs 
that teething causes the baby 
to be sick. It is truc that 
teething may bring the’ baby 
some discomfort, perhaps re 
sulting in fussiness, irritability 
or even Joss of appetite. but it 
will rarely cause fever, diar- 
rhea or a cold. When any of 
these symptoms do-octilr dur- 
ing the teething period, It's best 
to consult your doctor. 

One way to sooth baby’s sore 
gums and help the tooth to cut 
through, is to give him some- 
thing to chew on — & tecthing 
ring. a hard biscuit or a rub- 
ber toy. Teething biscuits taste 
good and give the baby prac 
tice in chewing. 

Don't be concerned if your 
baby finds comfort in sucking 
his thumb or fingers while 
tecthing. Although his baby 
teeth may be pushed out of line 
a bit, there is generally no 
damage if the habit is given 
up by the time the perinanent 
tecth begin coming in. ° 

When your child's full set of 
primary tecth are in — around 
the age of two -- he should 
begin brushing ‘them. Before 
this time; you can clean his 
teeth with a cotton ball or soft 
brush. It is. important ‘to te- 
member that tooth decay can 
attack even a baby’s tecth. In 
factmabout one half of the two 
year olds in the United Sta'es 
have one or more decayed 
teeth. according to the Ameri- 
can Dental Association. 

Although most ycung child- 
ren have some difficulty~brush- 
ing their tecth properly until 
they're about six years old. it 
is essential that parents cn- 
courage them to brush regular- 
ly. A child’s first toothbrush 
should be small and hav: a flat 
brushing surface with soft ny- 
lon bristles. The initial step is 
to teach the youngsters to 
brush his, teeth correctly — 
downward on the upper tecth, 
upward "on the lower tecth. 

A well balanced dict is an- 
other important factor which 
influences your -child’s dental 
health. While sweets should be 
avoided as between - meal 
snacks. fruits and  desscrts, 
which are low in sugar and 


starches, make refreshing 


treats to satisfy the toddlers” 


appetites. If your. youngster 
does eat candy or starchy 
foods which stick to the teeth, 
it 'is important that he brush 
his tecth as soon afterwards as 
he can. In any event, he 
should ‘brush his teeth after 
every meal and especially at 
bedtime. 

Regular visits to the dentist 
should. begin when your ‘child 
has all his baby teeth. His first 
visit should be a get-acquaint- 
ed mecting. so that he can be- 
come familiar with the dentist 
and his office. By starting 
these visits carly, tensencss 
and fear of the dentist will be 
less likely should it become

menace society generally, then we realize 
how out of proportion the judicial system 
can be. 

This strikes us as being a really sad 
case, if not 2 miscarriage of justice. If the 
woman has a lawyer he should be doing 
something to correct this situation. A sus- 
pended sentence would have been more ap- 
propriate, along with the order to pay back 
the $1,950 received in illegal payments.

Will Sheer Exhaustion Ensure Vietnam Peace? 


By PETER BUCKLEY 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Big- 
power relations have changed 


“and the Vietnamese people and 


country are nearer to exhaus- 
tion. ’ 

These two factors, as much 
as any, are being counted on to 
maintain what. even President 
Nixon has described as a “frag- 
fle’ agreement to end the war. 

Presidenttial adviser Henry 
Kissinger seems to place spe- 
cial emphasis on major-power 
“self-restraint” and the spirit of 
“reconciliation” required now 
of the Vietnamese. 

In their earlier diplomatic 
breakthroughs with; the leaders 
of China and the Soviet Union, 
Nixon and Kissinger undoutt- 
edly did crucial spadework for 
the ultimate success of their ne- 
gotlations with Hanoi and for 
whatever long-term prospects 
the coming ceasefire may hold. 

Now that the two major Com- 


munist powers have a new, , 


more promising relationship 
with the United States, they are 
unlikely to’ want it jeopardized 
lightly by a breach in the new 
agreement. 

Although their own rivalry for 

sleadership in the Communist 
world could be aggravated as 
they compete with aid in the re- 
construction of North Vietnam, 
China and the Soviet Union 
have similar reasons for pur- 
suing their new tieswith Wash- 
ington—trade, technology and 
reduction of tensions. 

None of that was true in the 
Geneva-convention days of 1954, 
when the Russians and Chinese 
still saw eye to cye and when 
their common enemy, the U.S., 
already debated carrying on the 
anti-Communist crusade aban- 


doned by France after Dien, 


Bien Phu. j 

The Geneva conference pro- 
duced an agreement on In- 
dochina which none of the par- 
ticipants signed, which Saigon 
repudiated and which even 
Hanoi came to regret. 

There are other differences 


between Paris 1972 and Geneva 
1954. 

The mmunist forces in 
South Vietnam have their own 
representatives now at the sign- 
ing. And there is no require- 
ment for North Vietnam to 
withdraw its troops behind the 
demilitarized zone. }

which has devastated much of 
their land! 

In many of the most impor- 
tant respects. however, the 
Geneva and Paris agreements 
contain similarities.

For years, even leaschold- 
ers ‘have agreed such terms 
were an absurd hangover 
from. the settler past, as the 
community expanded and. in- 
evitably, was absorbed into 
Tyendinaga township for local 
government services. , 

Today a press reledse from 
both the Mohawk Tyendinaga 
Reserve and township coun- 
cils revealed they have been 
working toward a new formu- 
la Jor land leases. 

To replace the flour rental. 
both groups “have discussed 
the possibility that individual 
Jeases, based on market value 
ground rents be negotiated 
with the present occupiers,” 
said the announcement, 

An appraiser, appointed by 
the federal Indian Affairs de- 
partment will conduct a su r+ 
vey of the land involved — 
200 acres, with 35-40 occu- 
pants. He will determine the 
market value of the land only, 
not the improvements — a sig- 
nificant move since much of 
the holdings hawe been built 
on, with homes, stores, even 
a hotel. 

The appraisal completed. 
the occupicrs of the tract wiil 
be asked to a mecting to dis- 
cuss “the proposed new Icas- 
ing arrangcment.” 

Any new standards would 
replace the terms sct in 1838 
when British authorities ceded 
200 acres of the reserve for a 
mill, for which the Mohawks 
were to receive the 30 annul 
barrels of flour for 999 years.

Police Use 
Perhaps .— 
Was Error 


EDMONTON (CP — Attor- 
ney-General Merv Leitch’ said 
Tuesday it could be argued that 
policemen should never have 
been used in the investigation of 
three Slave Lake Alta., men 
who had criticized government 
programs. E 
‘Mr. Leitch has been under 
fire from opposing political par- 
tles for authorizing an inquiry 
by the RCMP into the back- 
grounds and personalities of the 
three men. 

He told law students of the 
University of Alberta during a 
question and anny session at 
the law centre they had 3 
valid point in wondering why no 
investigation had been carried 
out into the backgrounds of 
other persons involved in the 
criticism. 

The attorney-general, _how- 
ever, objected to the students’ 
use of the word “investigation” 
in talking about the case. 

“That isn’t what was done,” 
he said. 

The investigation of the three 
minister without portfolio in 
charge of northern develop- 
ment, who had been asked to 
meh was requested by Al Adair, 
resolve continuing accusations 
against municipal affairs per- 
sonnel in the tiny town of Slave 
Lake, 150 miles northwest ‘of 
Edmonton.

But at that point the frantic 
yells and signals from the 
boatman made him look back 
toward his bridge. 

“And there."’ he said later, 
“was the car.” 

Gignac stopped the bridge 
and kept looking up. Mrs. 
Dow and her companions kept 
looking down. The car motor 
was still running. 

As 25 police and firemen 
converged on the scene, hun- 
dreds of sightseers congrega- 
ted, the bay beneath the 
bridge became clogged with 
yachts and powerboats, the 
traffic backed up for 10 miles. 
the bridgetender shook and 
the ladies prayed. ‘ 

But an hour later, it was all 
over and Mrs. Dow: Norah 
Bennett, 75; Olive M. Bomd, 
and Margaret Strype, all of: 
Toronto, had been rescued by 
firemen. using a basket 
-eunted on a snorkel truck. 
Their car was chained to the 
bridge and lowered. 

After a quick check and a 
tranquillizer at a local hospi- 
tal, Mrs. Dow decided that 
“what we need is a good 
drink.” 

The four women drove off.
